On  the  first  Wednesday  of.  May,  A.  D.  1870,  that  bein^  the 
day  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut for  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  House  of     , 
Representatives  convened  in  the  State  House  in  New  Haven,  . 
at  the  hottr  of  10  o^clock  in  the  forenoon. 

John  Cotton  Smith,  of  Sharon,  the  oldest  member  elect,  he 
having  been  a  member  of  the  House  in  1 833,  called  the  House 
to  order. 

Messrs.  Bacon  of  Middletown,  and  Miller  of  Enfield,  were 
appointed  temporary  clerks. 

The  roll  of  the  House  was  then  called  by  the  Clerk. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Chairman  the  House  proceeded  to 
complete  its  organization. 

Messrs  Bacon  of  Middletown,  Brewster  of  Danbury,  Miller 
of  Enfield,  Olmstead  of  Stamford,  were  appointed  tellers  to 
canvass  the  votes  for  the  officers  of  the  House. 

The  House  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Speaker,  with  the  follow- 
ing result :

The  chairman  announced  that  Lafayette  S.  Foster,  having 
received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was  duly  elected 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  ensuing  sea- 
siori. 
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The  Chairman  appointed  Messrs.  Pratt  of  Wethersfield,  and 
Hameraley  of  Hartford,  to  condnct  the  Speaker  to  the  chair. 

On  taking  the  chair,  the  Speaker  addressed  the  Hou^e  as 
follows : 

Gen^ilemen  of  the  fiotrsE  of  Repbbsektatitbs  : 

I  thank  yoa,  Gentlemen,  for  this  expression  of  your  confi- 
dence. Sixteen  years  have  now  elapsed  since  I  held  a  seat  here, 
and  to  be  selected  for  the  same  position,  which  by  the  favor 
of  the  House  I  then  occupied,  the  presiding  officer  of  yonr 
deliberations,  is  an  honor  for  which  I  feel  profoundly  grate- 
ful. 

How  great,  how  terrible  are  the  changes  which  have  pbssed 
over,  our  country  in  these  sixteen  years  I  War,  civil  war,  that 
most  fearful  of  all  the  scourges  which  the  Almighty  permits 
to  afflict  a  nation,  desolated  our  land  for  a  painfully  long  pe- 
riod. The  deadly  strife  haa  ended ;  our  national  existence, 
for  a  time  imperiled,  is  saved,  and  a  future  even  more  glo- 
rious than  the  past,  bright  as  is  its  history,  is  opening,  we 
trust,  before  us.  That  one  State,  and  that  one  9f  the  old  thir- 
teen, should  still  be  unrepresented  in  our  National  Councils, 
is  a  matter  of  deep  regret.  So  protracted,  so  unnecessary 
seems  the  delay,  that  many  are  also  regretting  that  there  is 
not  more  wisdom  and  more  unanimity  among  those  who  con- 
trol our  public  affairs. 

Our  duties  as  legislators  are  high  and  responsible,  and  will, 
no  doubt,  be  best  performed  if  performed  promptly.  Not 
that  hasty  legislation  is  to  be  encouraged — on  the  contrary,  it 
13,  next  to  over-legislation,  the  evil  from  which  most  danger  is 
to  be  apprehended.  Let  us  deliberate  carefqilly  over  whatever 
is  to  be  done,  and  so,  finding  the  best  mode  of  doing  it,  give 
it  our  sanction.  What  ought  not  to  bo  done,  let  us  isternly 
resolve  not  to  do,  and  waste  no  time  in  its  discussion.  Where 
the  members  of  a  community  are  disp6sed  to  good  order, — 
to  exercise  their  own  rights  and  privileges  without  infringing 
on  those  of  others,  and  this  is  generally  true  of  our  oonstitu- 
ents,  little  legislation  is  needful, — 'the  leaat  is  the  best — that 
which  interferes  least  with  the  industry,  the  business,  the  pur- 
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suits,  the  entire  freedom  of   the  people,  is  most  nearly  per- 
fect. 

The  public  press  and  the  public  conversation  are  rife  with 
the  most  scandalous  charges  against  many,  perhaps  most,  of 
the  legislative  bodies  in  our  country.  Venality,  bribery,  cor- 
ruption, have  become  most  familiar  words.  Whether  these 
charges  be  true  or  false,  such  a  condition  of  things  is  most 
lamentable,  showing  in  either  event,  gross  public  demorali- 
sation. 

We,  too,  may  not  escape  calumny,  but  we  may  escape  deser- 
ving it, — conscious  rectitude  affords  a  panoply  to  those  who 
possess  it.  Let  this  be  ours,  and  let  us,  each  of  us,  uphold 
the  ancient  honesty  and  integrity  of  our  State,  as  we  would 
uphold  the  honor  of  the  mother  who  bore  us. 

Close  and  constant  attention  to  the  business  we  mav  have 
before  us,  will  do  far  more  to  abridge  the  period  of  our  Session 
than  any  number  of  solemn  pledges  or  vehement  professions  in 
that  direction.  ^  Party  spirit  will  ndt,  as  I  hope,  embarras  our 
action  or  embitt^  our  discussions.  Parties  must  exist  under 
a  free  government,  but  their  abuses,  at  tinies,  greatly  exceed 
their  uses.  So  nearly  equal  is  the  division  of  our  parties,  that 
conciliation  seems  both  a  necessity  and  a  duty.  Majorities 
should  set  the  example  of  moderation,  and  ever  exhibit  a 
spirit  of  fairness,  of  justice,  of  liberality,  toward  minorities.    . 

Gentlemen,  I  enter  upon  the  duties  which  you  have  assign- 
ed me,  with  the  earnest  purpose  to  discharge  them  faithfully, 
impartially,  and  to  the  best  of  my  ability.

RULES 

^         OF  THK 

HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES, 

IN  THB  QENERAI  ASSEMBLY  OF  CORNECTICDT. 


Resolved^  That  the  Rules  and  Orders  following  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  adopted,  as  the  standing  Rules'  and  Orders   of 
this  House ;  and  it  is  ordered  that  they  shall  be  r6ad  by  the 
Clerk  at  the  commencement  of  each  session  of  the  General 
4LS8embly : 

Ist.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  every  day,  at  the  hour  - 
to   which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned ;  and  after  prayers 
and  roll-call,  shall  immediately  call  the  House  to  order,  and  if 
a  quorum  be  present,  proceed  to  business. 

2d.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  the  Speaker  may  adj6urn 
the  House  to  the  afternoon,  or  the  next  sitting  day.  .At  all 
other  times  during  the  session  an  adjournment  shall  be  pro- 
noanced  by  the  Speaker  on  motion,  no  objection  being  made. 

3d.  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  and 
shall  decide  questions  of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but 
may  state  it  sitting.     The  question  •  first  moved  and  seconded 
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shall  be  first  put ;  and  in  all  cases  the  sense  of  the  Hoase  shall 
be  first  taken  upon  the  largest  number  or  sum,  and  the 
longest  time  proposed  in  any  question. 

4th.  In  all  cases  when  a  vote  is  taken  without  a  division, 
theSpeakershalldeterminewbether.it  le  or  is  not  a  vote; 
and  in  all  doubtful  cases  he  shall  ask,  "ii  itd<yubtedt^^  If  the 
vote  be  disputed,  it  shall  be  tried  again  ;  but  after  the  Speaker 
has  declared  the  vote,  it  shall  not  be  recalled,  unless  by  a  regu- 
lar motion  for  reconsideration,  made  by  9.  member  in  the  vote 
of  the  House.     , 

5  th.  If  the  Speaker  doubt  a  vote,  or  a  division  be  called  by 
a  member,  the  question  shall  be  again  put,  and  those  voting 
in  the  affirmative  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats;  if  the 
Speaker  still  doubt,  or  a  count  be  required,  the  Speaker  shall 
direct  the  Tellers  to  count  them  while  standing,  and  if  required 
by  a  member,  those  of  contrary  mind  shall,  in  the  like  man- 
ner, rise  and  be  counted. 

6th.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  and 
entered  upon  the  Journal,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  the 
members  present. 

7th.  In  all  cases  of  balloting,  the  Speaker  shall  vote ;  in 
other  cases  he  shall  not  vote,  unless  the  House  be  equally 
divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will  make 
the  division  equal ;  and  in  cases  of  such  equal  division,  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

8th.  Members  coining  in  when  the  House  is  attending 
prayers,  and  during  the  call  of  the  roll,  shall  walk  to  their 
seats  with  as  little  noise  as  convenience  will  admit. 

9th.  Wheu  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully 
address  '''Mr.  I^ealeer;^^  if  two  or  more  rise  at  once,  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

loth.  .No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  House,  unless  to  explain. 

11th.  No  debate  shall  be  allowed  after  a  question  is  put  and 
remains  undecided.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  ques- 
tion, or  is  addressing  the  House,  no  member  shall  walk  out  of 
or  across  the  House;  nor,  either  in  such  cases,  or  when  the 
roll  is  calling,  or  when  anything  is  in  public  reading  before 
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the  House,  nor  while  any  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain 
any  private  discourse;  nor  when  any  member  is  speaking 
shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

12th.  When  the  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
stated  to  the  House  by  the  Speaker,  before  any  debate  be  had 
thereon ;  but  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the 
Speaker  so  direct,  or  any  member  desire  it. 

13th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the  table,  for  the  previous 
question,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain, 
to  commit,  or  to  amend,  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged. 

And  no  motion  to  lie  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinite- 
ly, or  to  commit,  having  been  once  decided,  shall  be  again 
allowed  at  the  same  sitting,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill, 
or  subject  matter. 

14th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
said  motion  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  as  shall  also  a 
motion  to  lie  on  the  table. 

15th.  When  a  question  shall  have  once  been  decided,  it 
shall  bd  in  order  for  any  member  in  the  prevailing  vote  to 
move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  if  at  the  time  the  subject 
matter  shall  be  in  possession  of  the  House  ;  but  no  such  mo- 
tion shall  be  made  unless  within  two  days  of  the  actual  ses- 
sion of  the  House,  after  the  day  on  which  decision  was  had 
thereon. 

16th.  The  Clerk  shall  not  transmit  any  bill,  resolutions,  or 
'  other  paper  from  the  House  to  the  Senate,  on  the  same  day 
upon  which  the  action  was  had  thereon,  except  the  House 
otherwise  order. 

17th.  When  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by 
the  Olerk,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House ; 
but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amend- 
ment, but  not  after  amendment,  unless  the  House  give  leave. 

18th  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave,  or 
by  order  of  the  House,  or  by  the  report  of  a  compiittee ;  and 
every  public  bill  shall  receive  two  several  readings  in  the 
House  previously  to  its  bejng  passed  into  an  act,  and  no  such 
bill  may  be  read  twice  on  the  same  day,  and  the  first  reading 
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of  every  bill  shall  be  by  its  title,  unless  the  House  require  the 
reading  of  the  bill,  and  every  member  offering  such  bill  shall 
endorse  thereon  its  object,  and  the  Speaker  may  not  offer  any 
bill  to  the  House  until  after  its  first  reading,  and  every  bill 
may  be^  referred  on  its  first  reading. 

19th.  No  member  who  is  interested  in  the  decision  of  any 
question  in  such  a  manner  that  he  cannot  vote,  may  stay  in 
the  House  when  such  question  is  discussed  or  decided. 

20th.  All  committees,  excepting  Committees  of  Conference, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise  specially 
directed  by  the  House  * 

21st.  When  any  member  requests  a  Committee  of  Conference 
on  different  votes  of  the  two  Houses  of  Assembly,  a  commit- 
tee, consisting  of  two  members,  shall  be  appointed  on  the  part 
of  the  House ;  and  in  such  case  the  committee  shall  consist 
only  of  such  members  as  were  in  the  vote  of  the  House;  and 
if  any  member  be  nominated  on  said  committee  who  was  not 
in  the  vote,  he  shall  notify  the  House  and  be  excused. 

22d.  When  the  House  has  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
prepare  a  bill  or  resolve  upon  any  subject,  no  person  shall  be 
on  such  committee  who  was  opposed  to  the  sense  of  the  House. 

^3d.  At  the  opening  of  each  ses.-ion  a  Committee  of  Elec- 
tions, consisting  of  three  members,,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker,  to  take  into  consideration  all  contested  elections  of 
members  of  this  House,  and  report  facts,  with  their  opinions 
thereon. 

24:th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  Rules  and  Orders  of  this  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any 
member  may,  call  to  order ;  and  if  speaking,  he  shall  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  The  House,  if  appealed 
to,  shall  decide  on  the  case,  but  without-  debate.  If  no  such 
appeal  be  made,  the  Speaker  shall  decide  on  the  same. 

25th.  During  the  first  eight  days  of  the  session,  after  roll- 
call,  the  Speaker  shall  call  for  petitions,  which  shall  be  first 
disposed  of;  and  no  petition  shall  be  offered  after  the  House 
shall  proceed  to  other  business. 

26th.  After  the  first  eight  days,  the  first  business  shall  be 
the  hearing  of  the  reports  of  committees ;  next,  the  first  read- 
ing of  bills  for  public  acts,  and  then  bills  which  have  been 
postponed  to  a  second  reading. 
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27th.  Every  member  present,  when^i  question  is  put  by  the 
Speaker,  shall  vote,  unleas  excused  by  the  House  before  the 
voting  commences. 

'28th.  Every  resolution  or  bill  in  form,  upon  any  petition 
granting  money  from  the  Treasury  ,of  the  State,  shall,  before 
its  final  passage,  receive  three  several  readings,  only  one  of 
which  shall  be  on  the  same  day. 

29th.  The  Journal  of  the  House  for  the  day  preceding  shall 
be  read  every  day  before  entering  on  other  business. 

80th.  In  case  the  Speaker  wishes  occasionally  to  leave  the 
chair  for  the  purpose  of  taking  part  in  the  debate,  or  from  in- 
disposition, or  other  temporary  cause,  he  may  designate  some 
member  to  preside. 

31st.  For  the  purpose  of  more  conveniently  counting  upon 
a  division  of  the  House,  the  floor  thereof  shall  be  divided  by 
aisles  into  four  divisions,  to  be  numbered  first,  second,  third 
and  fourth  sections,  commencing  on  the  right  of  the  chair ; 
for  each  of  which  divisions  the  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  mem- 
ber whose  seat  is  in  said  division,  to  be  a  teller  to  count  and 
report  to  the  chair. 

32d.  No  rule  shall  be  suspended  except  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

33d.  That  in  the  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Speaker,  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  House  to.  order,  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  and  the  first  business  in  order  shall 
be  the  election  of  a  Speaker  pro  tempore^  which  it  shall  im- 
mediately proceed  to  do  without  debate,  by  nomination  or 
ballot,  as  the  House  shall  determine ;  these  questions  shall  also 
be  decided  without  debate ;  and  the  Speaker  pro  tempore  thus 
elected  shall  preside  in  the  House  and  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  the  Speaker  until  his  return. 

In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Speaker,  the  Clerk 
shall  call  the  House  to  order,  as  provided  in  the  first  clause  of 
this  Bule,  and  the  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the  election 
of  a  Speaker  by  ballot,  which  the  House  shall  immediately 
proceed  to  do,  without  debate,  and  the  Speaker  thus  elected 
shall  preside  over  the  House  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the 
Speaker  during  the  continuance  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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JOINT  RULES  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

FOB  THE 

SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

OF  CONNECTICUT, 
As  adopted  May  Session^  1867. 


I.  Immediately  after  the  organizatioD  of  the  Senate  and 
Hoase  of  Representatives,  at  the  commencement  of  every 
stated  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  Joint  Committee, 
consisting  of  one  Senator  and  eight  Bepresentatives,  shall  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  returns  and  canvass  of  votes  given 
by  the  electore  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Treasurer, 
Socretary,  and  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts,  and  to  report 
the  names  of  the  persons  whom  they  shall  find  elected  to  those 
offices  respectively.  After  this  report  shall  have  been  ac- 
cepted, a  Joint  Committee,  consisting  of  oqp  Senator  and  two 
Representatives,  shall  be  appointed,  to  inform  the  Governor 
personally  of  his  election  and  of  the  organization  of  the  two 
Houses,  and  their  readiness  to  receive  his  communications. 

II.  On  or  before  the  third  day  of  every  stated  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  there  shall  be  appointed  fifteen  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committees,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of  one  Senator  and 
eight  Representatives,  viz : 

1st.  A  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  matters  touching  public  or  private  acts 
and  judicial  proceedings,  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  to 
report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  such  propositions 
relative  thereto,  as  to  j:hem  shall  seem  expedient. 

2d.  A  Committee  on  the  School  Fund,  who  shall  inquire 
into  and  report  the  actual  state  of  the 'School  Fund,  the 
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amonnt,  value  and  condition  of  its  securities,  and  recommend 
such  measures  as  they  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  insure  its  im- 
provement and  permanent  safety. 

3d.  A  Committee  on  Banks,  who  shall  take  into  considera- 
tion all  such  matters  relative  to  Banks,  Savings  Banks,  and 
Savings  and  Building  Associations,  as  may  be  referred  to  them, 
and  report  the  facts,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

4th.  A  Committee  on  the  State  Prison,  who  shall  examine 
the  annual  reports  of  the  directors  and  oi&cers  in  charge  of  the 
State  Prison,  the  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Institution^  together  with  such  other  matters  as  shall  be  refer- 
red to  them  by  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly. 
And  they  may  recommend  such  measures  for  the  regulation 
and  management  of  the  Prison  as  they  nhall  deem  expedient. 

5th.  A  Committee  on  New  Towns  and  Probate  Districts, 
who  shall  take  into  consideration  all  inatters  relating  to  the 
incorporation  of  new  towns,  the  alteration  of  town  lines,  and 
the  formation  of  probate  districts,  which  shall  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  the  facts 
upon  which  such  opinion  is  founded. 

6th,  A  Committee  on  Boads  and  Bridges,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relative  to  Boads  and 
Bridges  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts,  with 
their  opinion  thereon. 

7th.  A  Committee  on  Incorporations,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relative  to  private  corporations,  for 
which  there  may  be  no  other  appropriate  committee,  and 
report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the  facts  on  which  the  same 
is  funded. 

8th.  A  Committee  on  Claims,  who  shall  take  intoconsidera 
tion    all  claims  and  demands  upon  the  State,  which  may  be 
referred  to   them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the 
facts  on  which  the  same  is  founded. 

9th.  A  Committee  on  Education,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  the  subject  of  common 
school  education  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  recommend 
such  measures  touching  the  same  as  they  shall  deem  expe- 
dient. 
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10th.  A  Ooramittee  on  the  Sale  of  Lands,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  applications  for  the  sale  of  lands,  which 
8  all  be  referred  to  theui,  and  report  the  facts,  with  their 
opinions  thereon. 

11th.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration the  financial  concerns  of  the  State,  and  inquire  into 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  government,  the  invest- 
ment of  the  public  funds,  (the  School  Fund  excepted,)  the 
system  of  assessments  and  taxation  provided  bv  existing  laws 
and  all  other  matters  affecting  the  revenue  of  the  State ;  and 
report  such  measures  touching  the  same,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient. 

12th.  A  Committee  on  Railroads,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  Railroads  and  Railroad 
Companies  ias  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts, 
with  their  opinion  thereon. 

13th.  A  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  who  sha)l  examine 
all  military  returns,  and  take  into  consideration  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  militia  of  this  State,  which  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion  touching  the 
same. 

14:th.  A  Committee  on  Agriculture,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  Agriculture  as  may  he 
referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion  touch- 
ing the  same. 

15th.  A  Committee  on  Humane  Insitntions,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  the  Benevolent 
Institutions  under  the  care  or  supervision  of  the  State,  as  may 
be  referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion 
tOTiching  the  same. 

III.  In  all  ineetiiygs  of  Joint  Committees,  the  Senators  shall 
preside.  All  questions  of  order  in  their  proceedings,  and  ques- 
tions relative  to  the  admission  of  evidence,  shall  be  determined 
by  a  majority  of  votes;  and  in  case  the  votes  be  equally  divi- 
ded, the  Senators  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

IV.  All  Committees  of  Conference,  on  disagreeing  votes  of 
the  two  Houses  of  Assembly,  shall  consist  of  one  Senator  and 
two  Representatives,  who  were  in  the  major  vote  of  their  re- 
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spective  Houses.  The  Committee  of  the  House  making  the 
grant  or  appointment,  or  passing  the  bill,  resolution  or  amend- 
ment disagreed  to,  shall  state  their  reasons,  to  be  reported  to 
the  other  House.  And  neither  House  shall  request  the  other 
twice  to  confer  on  the  same  point  of  disagreement. 

V,  Whenever  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  its  vote  of 
disagreement,  the  bill  or  resolution  shalj  be  considered  as  lost. 

yi.  Every  message  sent  fruui  one  House  to  the  other  shall 
be  announced  at  the  door,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communi- 
cated to  the  Chair,  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sentl 

Vn.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  of  the 
Assembly,  and  shall  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Governor  for 
his  approbation,  if  either  House  desire  its  return  for  further 
consideration,  such  desire  shall  be  communicated  by  message 
to  the  other  House,  and  a  Joint  Committee  of  one  Senator  and 
two  Representatives  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Governor  to  re- 
quest him  to  return  the  bill.  If  the  Governor  consent,  the  bill 
shall  be  returned  first  to  that  House  in  which  the  motion  for 
its  return  originated,  and  the  bill  may  then  be  altered  or  to- 
tally rejected  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  Houses;  but  if 
not  altered  or  rejected  by  such  concurrent  vote,  it  shall  be 
again  transmitted  to  the  Governor  in  the  same  form  in  which 
it  was  first  presented  to  him. 

Vni.  Whenever  the  public  business  may  require  the  Sen, 
ate  and  House  of  Representatives  to  meet  in  Cenvention- 
either  House  may  send  its  message  to  the  other,  requesting 
such  Convention,  and  specifying  the  object.  At  the  time  des- 
ignated, the  Senate,  with  their  President  and  Clei'k,  may  pro- 
ceed to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where  suita- 
ble accommodations  shall  be  provided.  The  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  ex  officio  preside  in  said  Convention,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings thereof  snail  be  entered  upon  the  Journals  of  the  two 
Houses. 

When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  dissolved,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall  make  report  to  their  respective  Houses  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention. 

IX.  All  bills  for  public  acts  which  shall  have  been  passed 
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by  both  'Ilouses  of  the  General  Assembly,  engrossed,  and 
sifi:nod  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  all  bills  for  private  acts  and  joint 
resolutions  which  shall  have  been  passed  by  the  two  Honses, 
shall,  with  the  papers  on  which  the  same  wslj  be  founded,  be 
transrnitted  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  for  the  purpose  of  being  by  him  laid  before  the 
Governor.  The  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses  shall  affix 
their  signatures  to  bills  for  public  acts  in  the  presence  of  their 
respective  Houses. 

X.  Every  bill  for  a  public  act,  and  every  resolution  which 
shall  be  offered  for  the  consideration  of  either  House,  shall  be 
fairly  written  on  not  less  than  one-half  sheet  of  paper ;  and 
every  member  offering  such  bill,  resolution,  or  a  petition, 
shall  iiidorse  thereon  his  name,  in  some  proper  and  conspicu- 
ous place,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  printed  copy  of  a  bill  or 
resolution  receive  the  indorsement  of  the  Clerk  of  either 
House,  or  be  transmitted  to  the  Governor  for  approval. 

XI.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  to  which  any  bill  shall  be  first 
presented,  shall  endorse  thereon  a  statement  of  the  contents  or 
objects  of  such  bill  or  resolution,  before  transmitting  the  same 
to  the  other  House. 

XH.  All  acts  of  incorporation  by  bill  or  resolution,  and  all 
acts  in  amendment  or  alteration  thereof,  and  all  private  acts  of 
whatever  nature,  shall,  before  the  same  shall  be  considered,  be 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  expense  of 
the  party  applying  therefor.

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INAUGURAL  ADDRESS.

FELLOW-anXZfiXTB  OF  THB  SsNATB  AND 

House  of  Rhp&bsentaxives  : 

1  assume  the  duties  of  the  office  to  which  the  8ttffi*ages  of  ray 
fellow-citizens  have  called  me,  with  a  profound  sense  of  grati- 
tude for  their  favor  accorded  to  me,  and  an  earnest  desire  to 
cooperate  with  you  in  whatever  legislation  a  regard  for  theiy 
interests  shall  demand. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  marked  with  events  especially 
calling  for  legislation,  and  I  trust  that  your  duties  may  be  ac- 
complished within  even  a  shorter  period  than  that  usually 
allotted  to  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

For  this  reason  I  deem  it  particularly  opportune  to  call  your 
attention  to  a  subject  ^which  has  of  late  attracted — and  I  think 
favorably  attracted — public  attention.  It  is  now  over  fifty 
years  since  a  constitutional  convention  assembled  in  this  State. 
Of  the  members  of  the  body  which  framed  our  present  coa- 
stitution,  but  one,  it  is  believed,  survives.  Marvelous  changes 
have  occurred  during  this  period.  In  population,  in  the  pur- 
suits of  our  people,  in  their  condition  and  habits  of  life,  in 
political  ideas,  in  the  relation  of  the  State  to  the  other  States 
and  to  the  General  Government,  the  changes  are  too  striking 
to  need  any  particular  indication.  In  fact,  the  bulk  of  our 
legislation  to-day  is  upon  subjects  which  were  entirely  unknown 
and  hardly  conceived  of  by  the  people  of  Connecticut  in  1818, 
and  the  matters  which  absorbed  their  attention  then,  are  for 
the  most  part  regarded  by  this  generation  as  of  inconsiderable 
moment.  Upon  every  principle  which  justifies  constitutional 
government,,  the  organic  law  which  governs  us  should  be 
adapted  to  the  altered  circumstances  of  our  people,  and  the 
frequent  amendments  that  have  of  late  years  been  mj^de  to  the 
Constitution  and   the  proposition   for  amendments  that  are 
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constantly  being  made,  are  only  the  natural  synnptoms  attend- 
ing the  effort  of  this  principle  to  vindicate  itself.  I  therefore 
earnestly  recommend  that  you  take  the  necessary  steps  for  the 
calling  of  a  Convention  at  the  earliest  day  practicable,  for  a 
revision  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State. 

Nor  am  I  sure  that  this  will  not  be  necessary,  as  well  as 
expedient,  if  the  State  determines  to  facilitate,  by  any  act  of 
its  own,  the  operation  of  the  recently  proclaimed  amendrtient 
to  the  Federal  Constitution,  known  as  the  Fifteenth  Amend- 
ment. 

By  the  provisions  of  that  article  the  State  is  prohibited  from 
making  any  distinction  on  account  of  color,  in  those  to  whom 
it  phall  give  the  right  to  vote.  Bnt  the  right  to  vote  Js  a  coti* 
stitutional  privilege  in  Connecticut.  The  qualifications  of  an 
elector  are  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State.  The 
General  Assembly  has  no  })ower  over  the  subject.  That  instru- 
ment, as  it  now  stands,  prescribes  no  qualification  whatever  for 
any  other  than  the  white  citizens.  The  new  article  of  the 
federal  constitution  does  not  define  what  qualifications  shall 
entitle  a  citizen  t'>  vi>te,  but  only  prohibits  the  State  from 
making  "  color,  race,  or  previous  con dition^of  servitude,"  a  dis- 
qualification. As  the  General  Assembly  has  no  power'  to 
make  a  white  citizen  of  the  United  States  an  elector  of  this 
State,  whatever  qualification  he  may  possess,  I  ana  unable  to  ' 
see  how  the  requisite  qualifications  are  to  be  provided  for  the 
citizens  *'  not  white,"  except  by  constitutional  provisions. 

In  thus  alluding  to  the  so-called  Fifteenth  Amendment  to 
the  Federal  Constitution,  I  am  not  insendible  to  the  circum- 
stances attending  its  adoption,  as  proclaimed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States.  The  fact  is  notorious  that  its  claimed 
ratification  by  several  of  the  States  enumerated  among  those 
requisite  for  its  adoption,  was  accomplisl>ed  by  means  of  chi- 
canery and  force,  which  would  properly  vitiate  any  contract 
between  one  citizen  and  another  brought  about  by  such  means. 
.  In  its  object  and  effect,  too,  it  is  revolutionary  of  that  system 
of  government  which  recognizes  local  self-government  as  neces- 
sary to  the  stability  and  indispensable  to  the  practial  working 
of  republican  institutions.  By  the  power  of  "appropriate 
legislation  "  which  it  gives  to  Congress,  it  coniimits  to  the  abso- 
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lute  control  of  the  General  Government  the  right  to  vote  in 
every  State,  and  the  mockeries  of  an  election  which  have  with- 
in the  past  few  years,  Ween  held  in  the  Southern  States,  under 
the  bayonets  of  the  General  Government,  is  a  safficient  com- 
mentary upon  the  liability  to  abuse  of  such  an  important 
power. 

But  still  the  forms  of  law  in  the  adoption  of  this  amendment 
have  been  complied  with,  and  it  has  been  officially  proclaimed 
as  an  integral  portion  of  the  organic  law.  If  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, by  any  constitutional  act  of  its  own,  could  prevent 
this  deprivation  of  that  right,  which  ever  since  its  foundation 
as  a  commonwealth  it  has  proclaimed,  and  would  neyer,  by 
the  vote  of  its  people,  have  abahdoned,  ^  the  right  to  manage 
her  internal  concerns  in  her  own  way,"  I  should  not  hesitate 
to  recommend  it  for  your  adoption ;  but  I  know  of  no  way  in 
which  this  can  be  accomplished.  The  State  is  powerless  for 
that  purpose,  but,  as  nearly  two  centuries  ago,  itsi historic  oak 
preserved  its  chartered  liberties,  so  now,  its  people  should 
treasure  in  their  hearts  this  vital  principle  of  free  government, 
for  the  time  will  surely  come  when  it  will  be  again  recognized 
as  the  safeguard  of  the  republic. 

One  of  the  most  alarming  indications  of  the  present  day,  is 
the  continued  impatience  on  the  part  of  those  temporarilj'  con- 
trolling the  power  of  the  General  Government,  of  those  Con- 
stitutional restraints  which  the  founders  of  our  Government 
regarded  as  essential  to  the  protection  of  Bepublican  Institu- 
tions. The  exigencies  of  the  Government  during  the  late  civil 
war,  were  held  to  excuse  certain  departures  from  the  spirit  of 
the  Constitution.  But  the  return  of  peace,  with  the  alleged 
causes  of  sectional  strife  removed,  and  those  controversies  that 
had  distracted  the  country,  unsettled  its  commercial  relations, 
and  paralzyed  its  industry,  virtually  adjusted,  rendered  the 
work  of  restoring  the  tranquility  and  prosperity  of  the  country, 
an  easy  task  to  wise  statesmanship,  animated  by  patriotic  mo- 
tives. Discreet  legislation,  with  no  selfish  or  merely  partizan 
purposes  to  subserve,  would  have  encountered  no  serious  ob- 
stacle in  an  earnest  endeavor  to  restore  the  revolted  States  to 
their  original  condition  in  the  Union.  But  when  all  measures 
professedly  intended  for  such  reconstruction,  were  subordinated 
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to  echemes  for  perpetuating  a  parlizan  ascendancy  in  the 
Southern  States,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  professed  object 
failed  in  its  accomplishment,  and  although  five  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  disbandment  of  the  Southern  armies,  and  the 
thorough  submission  of  the  Southern  people  to  the  Federal 
authority,  the  anomalous  and  shameful  spectacle  is  still  pre- 
Gented,  of  one. of  the  oldest  and  largest  States  of  the  Union, 
filled  with  an  intelligent,  industrious  and  enterprising  popula- 
tion, held  by  the  military  arm  of  the  Federal  administration, 
while  its  offices  are  madQ  the  spoil  of  alien  political  adven- 
turers. 

It  is  in  violation,  not  only  of  every  principle  upon  which  our 
government  was  founded,  and  ought  to  be  maintained,  but  of 
every  principle,  whether  of  policy  or  humanity,  which  actuates 
every  civilized  government  of  the  present  age,  that  so  large  a 
portion  of  the  intelligent  and  influential  population  of  the 
Southern  States,  should  be  lio  longer  excluded  from  partici- 
pating in  the  government  which  they  are  required  to  sup- 
port. 

In  view  of  this,  I  indulge  the  hope,  that  you  will  at  this  ses- 
sion, in  some  proper  way,  express  your  opinion,  for  its  influ- 
ence upon  the  Representatives  of  our  State  in  Congress,  that 
a  general  amnesty,  for  all  merely  political  oflences,  sliould  be 
forthwith  proclaimed. 

FINANOIAL   CONDITION. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Comp- 
troller, which  will  be  laid  before  you  with  their  respective 
statements  in  detail,  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  State 
continues  to  be  in  a' high  degree  encouraging.  At -the  com- 
mencement of  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  Slst,  1870,  the 
funded  debt  of  the  State  amounted  to  seven  million  six 
hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
($7,622,500,)  against  nine  million  seven  hundred  and  five 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars,  ($9,705,400,)  less  the  amount 
passed  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  fiscal  year,  ending  March  31st,  1869.  Deducting 
from  this  sum  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  carried  to  the  credit 
of  the  new  account,  April  1,  1869,  which  was  $466,977,77,  it 
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left  the  total  liabilities  bf  the  State,  at  the  commencement  of 
the  last  fiscal  year,  seven  million  one  hundred  and  fifty-five 
thousand  five  ^hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  twenty- 
three  cents,  ($7,155,525.23.) 

During  the  past  year  the  funded  debt  of  the  State  has  been 
reduced  three  hundred  and  forty  six  tliousand  six  hundred 
dollars,  ($346,^)00,)  leaving  the  amount  outstanding,  on  the 
first  day  of  April,  1870,  seven  million  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars,  ($t,275,900.)  If 
we  deduct  from  this  the  cash  on  hand  carried  to  the  credit  ol 
the  new  account,  April  1,  1870,  which  was  $548,4:93.31,  it 
leaves  the  entire  liabilities  of  the  State  at  the  comraa<(<ement 
of  the  present  fiscal  year,  six  million  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  six  dollars  and 
sixty-nine  cents,  ($6,727,406.69.) 

The  two-and-a-fialf  mill  tax  on  the  dollar,  laid  upon  the 
grand  list,  realized  the  last  year,  in  revenue  to  the  State, 
$905,914.45.  In  addition  to  this,  there  was  received  from 
foreign  Insurance  companies,  $0,696.07 ;  from  the  Savings 
Banks  of  t^he  State,  $328,950.32 ;  from  Railroads,  $256,421.80; 
from  Mutual  Insurance  Companies,  $141,262.48 ;  from  State 
and  commutation  taxes  remaining  unpaid  April  1,  1869, 
$108,75^i.70,  which,  together  with  the  amount  received  on 
war  claims,  and  other  miscellaneous  items,  swelled  the  total 
amount  of  receipts  to  one  million  seven  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  forty- 
nine  cents,  ($1,738,766,49.) 

The  total  amount  of  expenditures,  exclusive  of  the  purchase 
of  State  bonds  and  appropriations  to  public  buildings  and 
institutions,  but  including  interest  on  the  State  debt,  amounted, 
during  the  year,  to  one  million  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars  and  forty- 
eight  cents,  ($1,227,797.48,)  against  one  million  one  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  thousand  six  hundred  arid  eighty -six  dollai-s  and 
sixty-three  cents,  ($1,169,686.63,)  for  tlie  year  previous;  while 
the  debenture  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  General  Assein- 
for  1869,  were  twenty-six  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents,  ($26,349.47,)  less  than  for 
the  year  1868. 
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'The  increase  in  the  taxable  property  of  the  State  during 
the  past  year,  indicates,  the  steady  growth  of  our  people  in 
wealth,  notwithstanding  the  heavy  burdens  they  are  carrying 
in  the  shape  of  Federal  and  State  taxation.  The  grand  list 
of  1868  was  $312,574,408 ;  while  that  of  1869,  amounted  to 
$322,553,488,  making  an  increase  of  nearly  ten  millions  in 
one  year. 

There  are  still  unsettled  claims  against  the  Federal  govern- 
ment, being  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  State  on  account  of 
the  late  war,  amounting  to  something  over  $200,000,  which 
have  never  been  allowed.  Their  disallowance  has  arisen  from 
the  rulings  of  the  Treasury  department  at  Washington,  in 
regard  to  vouchers  and  certain  formalities  required  therein, 
not  understood  and  acted  upon  by  our  Commissaries  and 
others  at  the  time  the  expense  was  incurred  on  the  part  of  the 
State<  The  sura  of  $21,400  has  been  collected  during  the 
past  year,  under  the  more  recent  rulings  of  the  Department, 
and  it  is  believed  that  some  fifty  or  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  more  m^y  be  realized,  under  such  additional  rqlings 
as  the  presHure  of  these  just  claims  on  the  part  of  the  States, 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  secure  at  the  hands  of  the  Treasury 
ofScials. 

It  is  due  to  the  people  of  the  State,  as  a  matter  of  common 
prudence,  that  I  should,  without  intending  any  reflection 
either  upon  present  or  past  officials,  call  yonr  attention  to 
the  amount  of  the  bonds  required  of  the  Treasurer  and  his 
chief  clerk.  By  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  his  bond  is  fixed  at 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  that  of  his  clerk  at  ten  thou- 
sand. With  half  a  million  of  dollars,  or  more,  not  unfre- 
quently  in  th^  treasury,  or  deposited  in  the  banks  of  the 
State,  subject  to  the  draft  of  either  of  these  oflSeers,  it  is 
manifest  that  the  bonds  required  of  them  are  altogether  in- 
adequate in  amount.  At  the  time  these  amounts  were  fixed 
by  law,  as  the  penal  sum  in  their  bonds,  it  was  rarely  the  case 
that  any  very  large  amount,  of  money  was  on  hand  in  the 
treasury,  or  deposited  in  the  banks  to  the  credit  of  the  State.; 
and  the  bonds  were  no  doubt  deemed  sufficient  to  cover  any 
possible  loss  to  which  the  State  might  be  subjected.  The 
whole  expenditures  of  the  State  did  not  then  exceed  those  of 
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a  single  department  of  it  at  the  present  time.  Prudence 
would  dictate  that  we  should  guard  against  any  and  every 
possible  contingency  of  los^,  and  the  large  balances  frequently 
in  the  treasury,  should  admonish  us  of  the  importance  of 
taking  seasonable  action  in  this  matter.  It  has  long  been  the 
practice  in  the  Treasurer's  ofSee  to  allow  the  chief  derk  to 
sign  checks  or  drafts  for  money,  without  limitation  as  to 
amount,  and  the  fact  that  we  have  thus  far  been  fortunate  in 
securing  integrity  with  ability,  in  this  important  position  of 
public  trust,  is  no  reason  why  we  should  further  continue  the 
hazard  involved.  In  my  judgment,  the  salaries  of  the  Trea- 
surer and  Comptroller  should  be  sufficient  to  justify  their 
removal  to  the  State  Capital  when  elected  from  any  other 
locality,  and  the  checks,  or  warrants  for  money,  drawn  by  the 
former,  should  not  be  paid  without  being  countersigned  by 
the  latter.  This  would  furnish  a  double  secui^ity  against  de- 
falcation, or  the  diversion  of  public  moneys  to  individual  use. 
The  subject  is  commended  to  your  consideration,  with  a  full 
conviption  of  its  importance,  viewed  simply  as  a  precautionary 
measure  for  the  future.

THE   SCHOOL  FUND. 

The  capital  of  this  fund,  according  to  the  last  biennial  exam- 
ination, made  in  1868,  was  two  million  forty-four  thousand 
fifty-eight  dollars  and  eighty-seven  cents  ($2^044,058  87), 
being  slightly  in  excess  of  the  previous  biennial  statement 
made  in  1866.  The  amount  of  principal  received  into  the 
treasury,  during  the  last  year,  and  reloaned  on  bond  and  mort- 
gage in  the  State,  was  eighty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  ((86,425,)  and  the  amount  paid  to  the 
several  school  districts,  on  the  orders  of  the  Comptroller,  was 
one  hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  dollars  and  sixty  five  cents  ($126,656  65.)  There 'was  also 
paid  out  in  salaries  and  expenses,  eight  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eight  dollars  and  fifteen  cents  ($8,808  15.) 

The  number  of  children  in  the  State,  entitled  to  the  benefit 
of  this  fund,  according  to  the  returns  made  on  the  first  of  Jan- 
uary last,  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  seven  (125,407),  to  whom  a  per  capita. dividend  of 
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one  dollar  each  was  declared.  For  farther  information  as  to 
the.  condition  of  the  fund,  and  the  expenses  of  its  manage* 
ment,  j-on  are  referred  to  the  repOrt  of  the  Commissioner, 
which  will  furnish  all  the  facts  desired.  ; 

BANKS. 

There  are  now  only  four  bimks  doing  business  under  the 
laws  of  the  State,  and  not  organized  under  the  national  bank 
system.  Their  aggregate  capital  is  $1,460,000,  being  banks  of 
discount,  but,  of  course,  issuing  no  circulating  notes.  Three 
new  Savings  Banks  were  chartered  at  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  making  the  whole  number  in  the  State 
tifty-eight.  Their  condition  compares  favorably  with  the 
report  of  last  year,  the  whole  amount  of  deposits,  on  the  first 
day  of  January  last,  being  $47,409,834  11.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  deposits  for  the  year  i869,  of  $6,101,152  66.  The 
amount  of  their  loans,  secured  on  real  estate  on  the  first  of 
January,  was  $27,0  1,162  73. 

BAILBOADS. 

The  report  of  the  iiailroad  Commissioners  shows  that  the 
condition  of  the  several  railroads  in  the  State  is  constantly 
improving,  under  their  present  able  and  efficient  management. 
The  number  of  passengers  over  the  several  roads  has  been 
larger  than  during  any  previous  year,  with  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  freighting  business  on  every  road  in  the  State.  The 
number  of  casualties  has  been  small  as  compared  with  the 
number  of  passengers  carried,  while  there  has  been  a  commen- 
dable rivalry  among  the  officers  of  the  various  roads  to  im- 
prove their  tra<^eling  accommodations,  and  make  them  mone 
generally  acceptable  to  the  public.  Tne  report  contains  some 
suggestions  and  recommendations  in  regard  to  railroad  cross- 
ings, and  partillel  highways,  which  will,  no  doubt,  receive 
your  proper  consideration. 

HUMANE   INSTITUTIONS. 

Our  humane  institutions  still  continue  their  noble  work  of' 
rdieving  the  suffering  and  unfortunate  of  the  State. 

The  General  Hospital  tor  the  Insane  at  Middletown,  though 
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of  recent  conBtniction  and  date,  holds  the  first  place  in  im- 
portance and  value  to  the  State,  considered  with  reference  to 
the  noble  and  humane  charity  it  dispenses.  It  has  been  under 
most  excellent  management  during  the  past  year,  as  its 
kindlj  care  for  the  Insane,  and  the  means  it  has  afforded  for 
the  restoration  of  many  to  health,  abundantly  testify.  The 
total  number  of  patients  in  the  Institution,  on  the  first  of 
April  last,  was  two  hundred  and  thirty-two,  being  an  increase 
of  twenty-three  during  the  year.  Of  this  number,  one  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  were  males,  and  one  hundred  and  eigliteen 
females.  There  were  admitted  into  the  institution  during  the 
year  one  hundred  and  thircy-four  new  patients,  of  whom  forty- 
three  were  discharged,  recovered ;  eighteen  discharged  imich 
ihfiproved ;  twenty-seven  discharged  not  improved ;  twenty- 
one  died,  (mostly  soon  after  entering  the  institution,)  and  two 
were  found  not  insane.  Of  the  three  classes  for  whom  pro- 
vision is  made  in  the  act  of  incorporation,  there  are,  at  the 
present  time,  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  pauper  patients,  fifty- 
seven  indigent  patients,  and  ten  private  patients.  The  total 
number  of  all  classes  treated  during  the  year  was  three  hun- 
dred and  forty-three,  and  the  whole  number  discharged  one 
hundred  and  eleven.  There  were  one  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  applications  for  admission,  during  the  twelve  months 
preceding  the  first  of  April,  which  had  to  be  refused,  all  but 
forty-one  of  whom  were  from  this  State. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  statement,  that  the  urgent  want  of 
the  Institution,  is  more  room.  The  completion  of  two  ad- 
ditional wings  to  the  hospital  building,  would  probably  double 
its  present  capacity  for  accommodation,  and  this  should  be 
done  at  as  early  a  day  as  the  financial  exigencies  of  the  State 
will  admit.  The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of 
Trustees  will  be  found  to  contain  all  the  information  that  may 
be  desired  respecting  the  condition  and  management  of  this 
institution. 

The  American  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  has  been 
successfully  prosecuting  its  benevolent  work  during  the  past 
year.  The  whole  number  tinder  instruction  within  the  year, 
has  been  two  hundred  and  eighty-one,  of  which  fifty  weYe 
from  this  State.    This  Institution  has  now  been  pursuing  its 
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beneficent  labor  for  fifty-four  years,  during  which  period  it 
has  educated  more  than  eighteen  hundred  of  these  "  Children 
of  Silence,"  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the  whole  number 
belonging  to  Connecticut.  The  Asylum  was  the  first  School 
for  the  education  of  deaf  mutes  established  in  this  country,  and 
its  deservedly  high  reputation  is  due  to  the  success  that  has 
nnifonnly  attended  its  management.  Its  professors  are  men 
of  ability  and  experience,  and  the  Institution  has  never  been 
more  prosperous  or  efficient  for  good  than  at  the  present  time. 

The  number  of  State  beneficiaries  at  present  in  the  Perkins 
Institution  and  Massachusetts  Asylum  for  the  blind  at  South 
Boston,  sent  there  on  the  authority  of  the  Governor,  is  ten. 
Tliey  are  reported  by  the  Principal  of  that  Institution,  as 
making  commendable  progress,  with  a  fair  prospect,  in  the 
case  of  most  of  them,  of  being  able  to  support  themselves, 
when  their  studies  are  completed. 

Reports  will  be  laid  before  you  showing  the  present  con- 
dition and  management  of  the  Cormecticut  School  for  Im- 
beciles, the  Soldiers'  Orphan  Honie,  Fitch's  Home  for  Soldiers, 
and  the  State  Hospitals  at  New  Haven  and  Hartford".  It  is 
believed  that  all  of  these  Institutions  have  been  well  managed 
during  the  past  year,  and  that  the  benefits  flowing  from  them 
are  such  as  to  justify  a  continuance  of  the  support  they  have 
received  from  the  State. 

BEFOJEtM   SCHOOL. 

From  the  report  of  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent  of  the 
State  Reform  School,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  institution  con- 
tiniK'S  to  maintain  its  high  position  as  a  reformatory  school, 
and  that  its  discipline  and  management  have  been,  during  the 
past  year,  in  a  marked  degree  efficient  and  satisfactory.  The 
whole  number  of  boys  m  the  school  on  the  first  day  of  March, 
was  two  hundred  and  sixty^seven,  or  an  increase  of  twenty- 
three  over  last  year.  The  whole  number  connected  with  the 
institution  since  its  opening,  in  1851,  has  been  fifteen  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  whom  were 
received  the  past  year.  The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  uni- 
formly good,  there  having  been  but  one  death  during  the  year, 
Hie  report  shows  the  school  to  be  self-sustaining,  and  out  of 
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debt,  the  earnings  of  the  boys  having  been  about  ten  thousand 
dollars,  the  past  year.  The  wing  to  the  main  building,  for 
which  an  appropriation  was  made  bj^  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly, is  now  in  process  of  construction,  and  will  be  completed 
during  the  summer  or  early  in  the  autumn. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOB  OIBLS. 

In  addition  to  the  ten  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  the 
State  in  aid  of  the  Industrial  School  for  girls,  there  has  been 
raised  br  private  subscription,  some  seventy  thousand  dollars, 
which,  together  with  the  handsome  donation  of  land,  compri- 
sing forty-six  acres,  made  by  the  town  of  Middletown,  and 
valued  at  about  fourteen  thousand  dollars,  places  this  institu- 
tion on  a  permanent  and  substantial  foundation.  Buildings 
are  now  being  erected  to  accommodate  about  seventy  inmates, 
which  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  first 
of  July  next.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Bey.  T.  K.  Fesfeen- 
den,  for  his  indefatigable  exertions  in  procuring  the  necessary 
means  to  complete  this  charitable  work. 

STATE  P^SOK. 

From  the  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  State  Prison  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  whole  number  of  convicts  in  confinement  on 
the  Slst  of  March,  1870,  was  two  hundred  and  nineteen,  or 
thirty-six  more  than  last  year.  Tlie  gross  earnings  of  the 
prison  for  the  year  amounted  to  $27,627  64,  and  the  total  ex- 
penses to  $21,650  16,  showing  a  net  gain  of  $5,977  48.  The 
excellent  management  by  which  this  result  has  been  reached 
(that  of  making  the  institution  more  than  self-sustaining,)  is 
very  greatly  due  to  the  able  and  efficient  Warden.  Some  ad- 
ditional ceils  and  hospital  accommodations  are  now  wanted  for 
the  prisoners,  and  it  would  seem  but  ju6t  that  so  much  of  their 
surplus  earnings  as  may  be  required  to  meet  this  want,  should 
be  set  apart  for  that  purpose.

VITAL   STATISTICS. 

The  importance  of  annually  gathering  the  vital  statistics  of 
the  State  and  preserving  them  in  such  form  as  shall  best 
answer  the  purposes  of  future  reference  and  use,  has  been 
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fully  recognized  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  laws  which 
have  been  passed  from  time  to  time  on  the  subject.  The 
system  devised  for  collecting  these  statistics,  is  perhaps  as 
complete  and  perfect  as  any  that  can.  be  secured  by  mere 
legislation,  and  the  tabular  form  in  which  they  have  been 
presented  in  the  carefully  prepared  reports  of  the  State  Li- 
branan,  renders  thein  exceedingly  valuable.  During  the  year 
ending  with  Decen^ber  31st,  1869,  there  were  12,481  births  in 
the  State,  of  which  6^505  were  males,  and  5,886  females, 
being  the  highest  number  ever  reported  in  any  one  year,  and 
giving  a  somewhat  higher  proportion  of  male  births  than  has 
been  the  average  in  former  years.  The  number  of  marriages 
was  4,754,  being  slightly  in  excess  of  those  reported  for  1865^. 
But  this  excess  is  entirely  due  to  the  number  of  marriages 
where  both  parties  were  of  foreign  birth,  there  having  been 
a  falling  oflF  in  the  number  where  both  parties  were  of  native 
birth.  The  number  of  deaths  was  8,417,  showing  the  natural 
increase  of  the  population,  or  the  excess  of  births  oyer  deaths, 
to  have  been  during  the  year,  4,064.  The  number  of  divorces 
granted,  was  491,  or  greater  than  ever  before  reported. 
Whether,  from  the  causes  assigned  in  these  cases,  there  is 
any  way  of  mitigating  this  growing  evil  by  njore  stringent 
legislation,  or  by  restricting  the  grounds  on  which  divorces 
can  be  obtained,  is  a  question  which  I  may  well  recommend 
to  the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  marriage 
relation  is  too  sacred  a  contract,  and  too  vital  to  the  welfare  of 
the  State,  to  be  impaired  for  any  slight  or  trivial  cause;  and 
in  the  present  condition  of  society,  it  is  hardly  possible  to 
throw  too  many  guards  and  protections  around  it.  It  can 
certainly  be  no  credit  to  Connecticut  that  her  courts  should 
be  opened  for  the  easy  obtainment  of  divorces.  However 
delinquent  public  opinion  may  be  in  other  respects,  it  is 
certainly  most  prompt  in  condemning  a  laxity  in  this  particu- 
lar. This,  recent  events  have  clearly  demonstrated,  and,  in 
my  judgment,  the  time  is  most  opportune  for  a  thorough 
revision  of  our  divorce  laws. 
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BDUOATIOW. 

In  the  animal  message  which  I  had  bhe  honor  to  present  to 
the  General  Assembly,  at  its  May  session  1 868, 1  took  occasion 
to  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  free  school  law,  which  should 
dispense  with  the  rate-bill  system,  and  transfer  the  burden  of 
supporting  our  common  8ch<x>ls  from  the  individual  parents  to 
the  property  of  the  several  towns.  A  law  in  conformity  with 
this  recommendation  was  passed,  with  great  unanimity,  by  the 
Legislature  at  that  session,  which  went  into  operation  on  the 
first  day  of  the  September  following.  The  practical  results  of 
this  law  have  been  most  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the  sys- 
tem, showing  an  advance  movement  in  the  cause  of  education 
entirely  unexampled  in  the  history  of  our  public  schools.  The 
people  have  accepted  the  new  system  with  a  warm  welcome 
throughout  the  State,  and  the  statistics,  which  will  be  laid  be- 
fore you  in  the  able  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  will  more  than  verify  the  predictions  of  its  success, 
made  by  its  friends  two  years  ago. 

Tl>e  number  of  children  in  the  State  between  four  and  six- 
teen  years  of  age,  as  will  appear  from  the  returns  made  to  the 
Comptroller's  office  in  January  last,  was  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  four  hundred  and  seven,  or  an  increase 
during  the  year  of  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
five.  Of  this  number,  one  hundred  and  two  thousand  and 
five,  or  five  sixths  of  the  entire  number  enumerated,  were 
registered  as  in  attendance  upon  the  public  schools,  during  a 
greater  or  less  portion  of  the  year,  showing  an  increase  in 
attendance  of  five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty 4iiree 
scholars  over  the  previous  year.  The  number  in  attendance 
over  sixteen  years  of  age,  who  did  not  share  in  the  benefit  of 
the  school  fund  money,  was  three  thousand  three  hundred  and 
eight,  with  an  increase  in  their  attendance  of  six  hundred  and 
sixty-four.  This  large  percentage  in  attendance  upon  the 
public  schools,  of  the  children  enumerated  in  the  January 
returns,  is  most  extraordinary,  when  considered  in  connection 
with  the  large  number  of  private  schools  and  academies  in 
the  State,  all  of  which  are  in  a  more  or  less  flourishing  con- 
dition. 
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There  are  other  facts  of  great  eignificailce  in  this  connection, 
which  most  conchisively  demonstrate  the  saccessfiil  workings 
of  this  new  system.  The  amount- of  money  raised  for  the 
pubilc  schools  bj  the  several  towns  daring  the  year  was 
$415,318  26,  showing  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of 
$254,970  91 ;  while  the  amount  raised  by  the  several  school 
districts  was  $491,420  61,  showing  an  increase  of  $23,615  8i. 
The  taxes  laid  by  the  school  districts,  it  should  be  recollected, 
were  entirely  voluntary,  while  those  laid  by  the  towns  were 
only  partially  so,  the  law  of  1868  requiring  an  increase 
of  the  school  tax  from  four-tenths  to  a  mill  on  the  grand 
list.  The  large  sum  raised  by  the  towns  would  Indicate  that 
about  thirty  thousand  dollara  of  the  amount  was  voluntarily 
imposed.  The  total  amount  expended  for  the  schools  during 
the  year  was  $1,278,827  01,  being  an  increase  in  expenditure, 
over  the  previous  year,  of  $176,656  82.  The  total  aixliount  of 
receipts  from  all  sources  was  $1,269,152  82,  being  an  increase 
of  $226,066  12.  To  my  mind,  these  facts  and  figures  are  a 
most  striking  proof  of  the  success  of  our  free  school  system. 
Five  years  ago,  before  the  formation  of  the  Board  of  Education,  . 
the  amount  expended  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  in 
the  State  was  onlv  about  half  a  million  dollars  a  year.  It 
'  now  reaches  over  a  million  two  hundred  thousand,  with  an 
increase  in  school  attendance  that  more  than  compensates  for 
the  increased  outlay  in  expenditure.  Upon  the  passage  of  the 
law  abolishing  the  rate  bills,  our  public  schools  heccmie  ahso- 
lutdyfree^  with  their  fountains  of  instruction  open  to  all  alike. 
The  quick  intelligence  of  our  people  was  shown  in  their  ready 
acceptance  of  the  law,  and  their  prompt  encouragement  of  the 
public  schools  under  it,  as  the  best  and  cheapest  means  of  edu- 
cating their  children.  We  may  safely  challenge  a  comparison 
with  any  State  in  the  Union,  in  the  successful  working  of  our 
present  school  system.  Our  common  schools  are  not  only  the 
nurseries  of  men — they  are  "  the  cheap  defences  of  the  State." 
With  their  staff  of  veteran  teachers,  they  more  than  take  the 
place  of  armed  battalions  of  soldiery,  giving  us  the  amplest 
assurance  we  can  have  of  safety  to  our  institutions  in  the 
future. 
Before  leaving  this  subject,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention 
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to  one  importaDt  branch  of  instruction,  which,  in  ray  judg- 
ment, is  greatly  needed  in  our  public  8ch  >ol8.  This  is  free 
drawing,  or  instruction  in  such  elementary  rules  of  the  art 'as 
may  be  imparted  by  teachers  properly  instructed  in  some  uni- 
form and  practical  system  of  mechanical  and  object  drawing. 
Drawing  of  this  description  is  now  regularly  and  systematically 
taught  in  the  public  schools  of  Kew  Haven  and  Hartford,  and, 
I  believe,  with  the  happiest  results.  The  object  is  not  ,to 
make  artists  simply,  but  t<>  make  artisans — to  turn  out  a  better 
and  more  proficient  class  of  scholars,  with  such  skill  in  design- 
ing and  drawing /as  sliall  aid  them  in  their  industrial  pursuits, 
and  more  effectually  advance  the  State  in  manufactures,  inven- 
tions, and  the  mechanic  arts.  The  sagacity  shovirn  by  the  first 
Napoleon,  in  his  order  to  make  drawing  a  prominent  study  in 
the  schools  of  France,  has  long  since  been  acknowledged  in 
the  tribute  which  the  world  has  paid  to  the  people  of  that 
coimtry  for  their  decorative  taste  in  the  arts.  Our  o.wn  people 
are  beginning  to  discover  that  their  most  profitable  articles  of 
manufacture  are  those  which  come  from  the  hands  of  the  thor- ' 
oughly  trained  draughtsman  and  designer.  The  decree  of 
Napoleon  brought  untold  wealth  to  France,  and  instruction  in 
drawing,'  when  once  successfully  introduced  into  our  public 
schools,  will,  I  am  confident,  work  equally  salutary  retdults  in 
advancing  the  wealth  and  adding  to  the  material  resources  of 
our  State.  Confident  of  the  correctness  of  these  views,  and 
fully  impressed  with  their  importance,  I  can  do  no  lets  than 
recommend  that  Section  103  of  an  Act  entitled  *'  An  Act  Con- 
corning 'Education,"  in  the  General  Statutes  of  1866,  be  so 
amended  as  to  include  drawing  among  the  required  branches 
of  elementary  instruction. 

The  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  at  New  Haven,  which  is  in 
realty,  though  not  in  name,  the  Connecticut  College  of  Agri- 
culture a  id  the  Mechanic  Arts,  has  already  acquired  a  na- 
.tional  reputation,  from  its  superior  management  and  improved 
educational  advantages.  There  have  been  one  hundred  and 
forty -one  students  in  attendance  during  the  past  year,  of  whom 
seventy-one  were  from  this  State,  'and  seventy  from  other 
States,  representing  twenty-one  in  number.  The  State  Scholar- 
ships are  now  all  taken   up,  showing  the  increased  interest 
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which  our  people  feel  in  this  department  of  Univeredty  study. 
Last  autumn  the  affairs  of  the  School  were  in  a  somewhat 
critical  condition,  and  great  pecuniary  inducements  were  held 
out  to  its  several  professors,  to  go  to  other  and  more  remune- 
rative educational  positions,  out  of  the  State.  But,  thanks  to 
a  few  liberal  persons  in  this  and  other  States,  the  danger  has 
been  averted,  and  the  School  is  ik>w  entering  on  a  new  career 
of  usefulness.  The  authorities  of  the  School  have  no  desire  to 
ask  any  legislative  appropriation,  but  they  hope  for  the  con- 
tinued assistance  of  private  citizens  of  liberality  and  wealth. 

The  Norman  School,  at  New  Britain,  which  was  reopened 
for  instruction  in  September  last,  is  now  in  full  and  successful 
operation.  There  have  been  one  hundred  and  thirty  pupils 
received  into  the  school  since  that  time,  and  it  is  believed  that 
the  institution  under  its  present  efficient  management,  will 
soon  meet  both  the  expectations  of  its  friends  and  the  demands 
of  the  public. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Board  of  Education,  and  to  its 
able  and  efficient  Secretary,  for  the  manner  in,  which  they 
have  labored  to  systeuiatize  our  public  schools,  and  carry  the 
Free  School  Law  into  successful  operation  throughout  the 
State. 

THE   MILITIA. 

From  the  report  of  the  Adjutajit-General,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  military  forces  of  the  State,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  companies,  have- kept  good  thSir  organization,  and  at* 
tained  a  commendable  degree  of  proficiency  in  their  drill  and 
soldierly  deportment.  The  force  consists  of  thirty- nine  com- 
panies of  infantry,  two  batteries  of  artillery  drilling  as  in- 
fantry, and  one  -battery  and  a  section  of  another  drilling  as 

'  light  artillery.  The  whole  number  organized  into  companies 
and  duly  armed  and  equipped,  is  three  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  seven,  including  staff  and  field  officers.  During  the 
year,  each  company  has  paraded  eight  days,  agreeably  to  the 
requirements  of  the  law— two  days  \u  the  Spring  and  six  days 
in  the  Fall,  or  during  the  Eegiraental  encampment;  for  which 

«  they  have  received  compensation.  The  expenses  attending 
this  branch  of  the  public  service  have  been  large,  amounting, 
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in  the  some  drawn  fr6m  the  treasury  during  the  year,  to 
$116,955.95.  The  amount  received  from  commutation  tax 
was  $67,528  00,  making  t^ie  excess  of  expenditure,  above  that 
tax  $50,427.59.  The  Adjutant-General  recommends  a  'slight 
reduction  in  the  force,  in  the  hope  of  securing  a  better  organi- 
zation and  discipline,  and  reducing,  to  some  extent,  the  annual 
expense  of  t^  e  same.  His  suggestions  in  this  respect  will  no 
doubt  receive  due  consideration  at  your  hands.  The  necessity 
of  maintaining  this  branch  of  the  public  service,  and  having 
at  all  times  an  efficient  military  arm  to  aid  the  civil  authority 
in  the  repression  of  public  disturbances,  was  fully  shown  in 
the  recent  important  service  rendered  to  the  sberiiF  of  New 
Haven  county,  by  the  military  companies  ordered  out  to  assist 
him  in  arresting  the  prize  fighters  and  other  disorderly  persons 
in  attendance,  captured  on  Charles'  Island. 


AFPBOPBIATIONB. 
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In  considering  applications  for  appropriations,  should  any 
be  made,  extreme  caution  should  be  exercised  against  lay- 
ing additional  burdens  upon  the  people.  For  while  they 
cheerfully  submit  to  all  necessary  taxation  for  the  support  ol 
government,  they  have  a  right  to  demand  that  the  burden  shall 
be  no  greater  than  the  public  exigencies  absolutely  require, 
and  that  its  weight  shall  be  equally  and  fairly  distributed, 
without  favor  to  the  capitalist,  or  disparagement  to  the  indus- 
trial classes.  To  lift  the 'weight  of  taxation,  and  lighten  tbe 
burdens  of  the  people,  is  among  the  first  and  most  paramount 
duties  of  legislation ;  but  this  cannot  be  done,  under  our  pre- 
sent weight  of  indebtedness,  without  exercising  the  most  judi- 
cious discrimination  in  regard  to  the  public  expenditure.  I 
earnestly  desire  to  see  Connecticut  once  more  occupying  the 
proud  position  she  so  long  held,  of  being  "a  State  free  from 
debt."  To  this  end,  it  is  necessary  that  we  should  retire  such 
a  portion  of  the  public  indebtedness,  annually,  as  shall  look 
to  an  early  consummation  of  this  result.  It  is  certainly  no 
part  of  wisdom  to  put  off  too  long  the  ''  the  evil  day  of  pay- 
ment."   . 
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THE  OHIEF  JUSTICE. 


I  t-egret  to  announce  to  you,  the  demise  of  Chief  Justice 
Joel  Hinman,  who  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  had 
been  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State ; 
a  position  which  he  adorned  not  only  by  the  strength  of  his 
intellect,  but  the  purity  of  his  personal  character.  It  will  be 
yonr  duty  to  provide  for  the  vacancy  thus  created. 

OONOLUSIOy, 

In  coDclusion,  I  would  urge  upon  your  consideration  the 
importdnce  of-  observing  the  strictest  economy  in  the  public  • 
expenditure  ;  of  avoiding,  as  far  as  possible,  the  delays  incident 
to  special  l^islation,  and  using  the  utmost  dispatch  in  busi- 
ness, consistent  with  the  magnitude  of  the  trusts  committed  to 
yonr  charge*  With  a  firm  reliance  on  that  Infinite  Power, 
which  shapes  the  destiny  of  all  human  governments,  and  with- 
out whose  supervision  neither  States  nor  individuals  can  stand, 
let  us  approach  our  deliberations  and  councils  in  such  a  spirit 
that,  when  our  duties  and  labors  are  done,  we  shall  receive, 
with  the  public  approbation,  that  higher  recognition  of  a  faith- 
ful stewardship  which  only  the  voice  of  an  approving  con- 
science can  give.

House  Bill  No.  22.  Mr.  Morris,  of  New  Haven,  introduced 
a  bill  for  a  public  act,  entitled  "An  Act  in  alteration  of  an 
Act  concerning  Education." 

The  bill  provides  that  section  8,  chapter  87,  of  the  Public?

Kates  of  fare  shall  be  the  same  for  all 
persons,  and  for  like  description  of  freight  between  the  same 
points  on  the  railroads  of  this  State.  > 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Railroads. 

HonseBill  No.  24.  Mr.  Benham,  of  Hamden,  introduced 
a  bill  for  a  public  act,  entitled  "An  Act  confirming  a  certain 
Vote  of  the  Town  of  Hamden."

The  Court  shall  give  notice  of  the  hearing  of  such  applica- 
tion at  least  six  days  before  the  same,  by  publishing  the  time 
and  place  of  such  hearing  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
Connty  where  such  property  is  situated.

The  bill  provides  that  it  shall  be  lawful  in  cities  having  more 
than  15,000  inhabitants,  to  deliver  to  the  professors  of  a  char- 
tered Medical  College  in  this  State,  the  body  of  any  deceased 
person,  provided  such  body  has  not  been  desired  for  burial 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  death,  and  that  no  person  who 
may  be  known  to  have  friends  or  relations  shall  be  so  deliver- 
ed without  their  consent,  and  that  no  person  who  shall  have 
expressed  in  the  last  sickness  a  desire  to  be  buried  shall  be  so 
delivered ;  and  if  any  body  so  delivered  shall  be  afterwards 
<^laimed  by  a  friend  or  relation,  it  shall  be  returned  by  such 
college  to  the  one  claiming. 

House  bill  No.  98.  Mr.  Eaton,  of  Hartford,  introduced  a 
bill  for  a  public  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act 
concerning  Domestic  Relations." 

The  bill  provides  ^that  the  Court  of  Probate,  in  the  district

for  reasonable  cause  direct  such  guardian  to  give  a  mortgage

The  Speaker,  having  entered  the  House,  resumed  the  chair. 

Mr.  Doolittle  addressed  the  Speaker  as  follows : 

Mb.  Speakbb — During  your  absence  from  the  chair,  this 
House  has  been  resonant  with  the  voices  of  its  members,  giving 
utterance  to  expressions  of  the  kindest  regards  to  you,  person- 
ally, and  of  their  gratitude  for  the  ability  and  urbanity  which 
you  have  exhibited  in  the  discharge  of  the  most  perplexing 
duties  of  their  presiding  officer.  The  members  of  this  House 
have  embodied  their  sentiments  in  a  resolution  passed  with 
entire  unanimity,  which  I  have  the  honor  to  read  and  present 
to  you. 

Mb.  Speakeb, — Our  acquaintance  dates  back  to  academic 
days,  and  I  need  not  assure  you,  the  friend  of  a  lifetime,  that 
I  esteem  it  a  rare  pleasure  to  be  the  medium  of  transmitting 
to  you  this  resolution,  and  that  I  cheerfully  and  cordially  con- 
cur in  the  sentiments  therein  expressed.  In  conclusion,  per- 
mit me  to  assure  you  that  it  is  the  wish  of  every  member  of 
this  body  that  happiness  and  prosperity  may  attend  your 
future  footsteps  in  the  journey  of  life. 

The  Speaker  replied. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House, — I  thank  you  for  this  expression 
of  your  kindness.  I  thank  you,  Mr.  Doolittle,  for  the  manner 
in  which  you  have  announced  to  me  the  action  of  the  House. 
I  am  glad  that  this  part  of  these  closing  ceremonies  fell  upon 
you,  and  that  you  "were  willing  to  perform  it.  Our  associations 
here  have  often,  as  your  words  do  now,  carry  me  back  to  those 
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early  days  when  we  sported  together  on  the  College  green,  to 
those  early  days  when  the  morning's  fresh  dew  was  on  us  both, 
to  those  days  which  all  love  to  recall  in  the  later  years,  to 
those  days  which  we  all  ho})e  will  be  repeated  and  perfected 
in  the  life  to  come. 

Gentlemen, — I  have  occupied  the  chair  but  a  short  time, 
yet  it  has  been  during  the  most  laborious  portion  of  the  session. 
When  I  entered  upon  its  duties  I  promised  to  discharge  them 
with  impartiality.  This  I  have  done.  I  bespoke  with  con- 
fidence your  kindly  assistance  and  forbearance.  These  I  have 
abundantly  received,  and  for  these  I  thank  you.  Twenty -six 
years  ago,  in  the  buoyancy  of  early  manhood,  and  with  the 
field  of  life's  battle  all  before  me,  I  commenced  my  legislative 
experience  in  this  hall.  I  do  not  know  that  there  is  a  single 
member  here  with  whom  I  was  then  associated,  probably  there 
is  not  one.  Twenty  years  ago,  in  this  place  also,  I  was  asso- 
ciated in  legislative  duties  with  the  two  members  from  Hart- 
ford, one  of  them  in  the  Senate,  and  with  the  member  from 
Wethersfield,  all  of  them  distinguished  members  now,  all  of 
them  distinguished  members  then.*  That  General  Assembly 
Assembly,  in  both  its  branches,  was  composed  of  more  than 
ordinary  ability.  In  the  Senate  was  Toucey,  Ingham,  Catlin, 
Eaton,  Perkins  and  others;  in  the  House,  Seymour  in  the 
chair,  and  upon  the  floor  Bissell,  Dutton,  Hamersley,  Deming, 
Pratt,  Hooker  and  others.  The  people  of  this  country  were' 
then  just  entering  upon  that  great  political  controversy,  the 
cause  of  which  has  so  recently  passed  away  through  desolation 
and  blood.  The  year  which  shall  mark  the  lapse  of  two  more 
decades  will  not  be  likely  to  find  us  all  here,  but  it  may  find 
here  others  who,  with  life's  hopes  bright  before  them,  are  with 
us  to-day,  and  if  so  will  it  not  be  enough  for  us  if  they  shall 
then  be  able  to  say  of  us  that  we  have  rendered  the  State 
some  faithful  service. 

Twelve  years  ago,  in  this  same  Hall  and  from  this  same 
chair,  amid  surroundings  like  these,  I  spoke  to  my  associates 
of  the  session,  my  brief  thanks  and  kindly  regards.  These 
sessions  of  our  General  Assembly  are,  to  those  who  meet  in 
them,  as  the  crossings  on  the  road  of  life,  where  the  travelers 
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thereon  meet  and  mingle  for  an  hour  and  then  pass  on,  each 
in  his  own  way. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Hoube, — The  business  of  the  session  is 
done,  I  hope  well  done.  Our  work  here  for  the  session  is 
ended,  and  we  are  about  to  return  to  our  homes  and  families, 
and  may  it  be  so  that  when  ,we  reach  them  we  shall  find  no 
cloud  shadowing  them,  and  may  your  lives  be  yet  long  and 
prosperous. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Sharon,  then  presented  to  the  Speaker  on  be- 
half of  the  members,  an  elegant  service  of  silver-plate.  Mr. 
Smith  addressed  a  few  complimentary  remarks  to  the  Speaker, 
and  also  paid  a  tribute  to  the  State,  which  though  small  in  ex- 
tent, was  rich  in  men  of  education  and  worth. 

The  Speaker  replied : 

Mb.  Smiih  and  Gentlemen, — I  beg  yon,  sir,  to  excuse  me 
from  many  words  in  reply  to  the  kindly  sentiments  with  which 
you  have  presented  to  me  this  additional  and  elegant  testi- 
monial. I  thank  you  sir,  and  all  gentlemen  through  whose 
abundant  generosity  and  good  will  it  has  been  procured.  It 
will  be  to  me  an  enduring  memento,  keeping  alive  in  my 
memory  the  recollections  of  these  pleasing  associations  and  the 
kindly  fellowship  of  this  session's  closing  hour,  and  I  shall,  as 
you  have  suggested,  transmit  it  to  those  who  shall  come  after 
me  as  an  enduring  memento  to  them  as  well,  of  the  kindness 
which  has  prompted  its  presentation.  Bear  hence  with  you, 
sir,  my  kindest  regards,  and  my  best  wislies  for  your  future 
prosperity  and  happiness. 

Mr.  Hall,  of  Windham,  in  behalf  of  the  members,  presented 
to  the  Clerk  a  beautiful  gold  watch  and  chain. 

Mr.  Hall  spoke  as  follows : 

Mb.  Cleek, — In  addition  to  the  resolution  which  has  jnst 
been  unanimously  passed  by  this  body,  I  desire,  in  behalf  of 
the  Representatives  of  both  great  political  parties  on  the  floor 
of  this  House,  to  tender  to  you  personally  their  hearty  thanks 
for  the  obliging  and  courteous  treatment  they  have  invariably 
received  at  your  hands  during  this  session  of  the  General  As- 
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sembly  now  so  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close.  Appreciating,  sir, 
the  marked  ability,  fidelity  and  integrity  with  which  you  have 
performed  the  many  and  arduous  duties  incumbent  upon  you 
as  Clerk  of  this  House,  it  is  my  further  and  very  pleasing 
duty,  in  behalf  of  your  many  friends,  to  beg  your  acceptance 
of  this  little  token  of  their  regard  and  esteem,  with  their  best 
wishes  for  yonr  fjiture  welfare  and  success.  That  you  have 
well  deserved  their  appreciation  no  one  upon  this  floor  knows 
better  than  myself.  Very  early  in  those  six  successive  years 
of  school  and  college  life  we  shared  together  as  classmates,  I 
discovered  that  you  had  divined  the  true  secret  of  all  true 
'  success,  and  had  adopted  as  a  rule  of  life  that  precept  which 
fell  from  the  m^st  eloquent  lips  ^f  anti  juity  :  "  integrity  with- 
out ability  can  do  much,  but  ability  without  integrity  can  ac- 
complish nothing."  You,  sir,  have  most  happily  combined 
both  of  these  qualities,  and  hence  most  justly  merit  the  com- 
pliment you  now  receive.  And  here  let  me  say  that  whatever 
may  have  been  whispered  concerning  the  administration  of  those 
who  have  preceded  yon  in  this  office — charges  which  I  believe 
to  be  foully  false  and  unjust — let  me  assure  you  that  you  leave 
this  place  with  your  character  untarnished  by  a  breath  of  sus- 
picion from  any  man  that  breathes  in  this  broad  Common- 
wealth. And  now,  sir,  accept  this  memento  ;  cherish  it  not  for 
its  intrinsic  value,  but  for  the  friendships  it  will  recall.  And 
as  often  as  you  shall  gaze  upon  it  may  it  not  only  remind  you 
of  the  pleasant  associations  of  the  Session  of  1870,  but  may  it 
aflford  you  that  higher  satisfaction,  and  that  lasting  pleasure 
which  the  consciousness  of  duty  nobly  done  ever  affords  its 
possessor. 

The  Clerk  replied: 

Mb.  Hall  and  Gentlembn, — I  am  unable  to  express  in  any 
appropriate  language  the  feelings  aroused  by  this  testimonial 
of  your  friendship  and  goodwill.  There  are  occasions  when 
the  emotions  overpower  the  tongue :  when  what  we  feel  and 
think  the  tongue  refuses  to  make  known.  This  is  such  an  oc- 
casion. For  this  gift  and  manifestation  of  your  respect,  gen- 
tlemen, I  thank  you.  1  shall  prize  this  as  no  ordinary  gift  ; 
valued  for  its  intrinsic  worth,  it  shall  be  valued  much  the 
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more  because  it  embodies  tbe  feelings  vhicb  prompted,  and 
the  sentiments  conveyed  in  its  bestowal.  It  has  been  my  duty 
to  record  many  acts  and  doings  of  this  body ;  but  this  last  act 
of  your  kindness  I  have  recorded  upon  a  more  grateful  page — 
it  is  graven  upon  the  responsive  tablet  of  my  heart.  Around 
this  dial  circle  our  friendships,  and  in  the  coming  years  its 
hands  shall  point  to  no  hour  when  the  memory  of  these  scenes, 
and  these  friendly  faces,  shall  be  beyond  recall.  And,  sir,  it 
gives  me  great  pleasure,  also,  to  receive  this  from  your  hands. 
It  has  pleased  you  to  refer  to  our  early  associations,  and  to 
myself,  in  very  complimentary  terms.  I  thank  you  for  recall- 
ing those  early  days  of  our  friendship,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  they  have  letl  pleasant  memories ;  but  here  let  me 
say  that  all  which  yon  have  said  of  me  can  be  more  truly  said 
of  yourself.  I  thank  the  members  of  this  House  for  the  uni- 
form kindness  and  patience  with  which  they  have  borne  with 
my  imperfections,  and  it  will  be  one  of  the  most  mellow  recol- 
lections of  the  past  that  I  was  honored  with  the  friendship  and 
confidence  of  the  members  of  this  House.  Again,  I  thank  yon 
for  your  generous  gift,  and  return  my  heartfelt  thanks. 

The  Assistant  Clerk  was  presented  with  some  books  by  Mr. 
Potter,  of  Essex,  for  the  members. 

The  Assistant  Clerk  accepted  the  gift,  and  briefly  and  ap- 
propriately thanked  the  members  for  this  manifestation  of  their 
friendship  and  kindness. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate,  informing  the 
House  that  it  had  finished  its  business,  and  is  ready  to  meet 
the  House  in  Joint  Convention. 

Mr.  Hamersley,  of  Hartford,  moved  that  a  committee  of 
three  be  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Senate,  and  inform  that 
honorable  body  that  the  House  is  ready  to  meet  in  Joint  Con- 
vention for  the  purpose  of  final  adjournment. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  Speaker  appointed  as  members  of  such  committee, 

Messrs.  Hamersley,  of  Hartford. 
Brewster,  of  Danbury, 
Johnson,  of  Enfield. 

The  committee  reported  that  they  had  discharged  the  duty 
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assigned  to  them,  and  that  the  Senate  would  forthwith  meet 
the  House 

IN  JOINT  CONVENTION. 

The  Honorable  Senate,  preceded  by  His  Honor  Julius 
Hotchkiss,  President  of  the  Senate,  entered  the  Hall,  and  met 
the  House  in  Convention. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pratt,  of  Wethersfield,  it  was  ordered  that 
a  committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator,  and  two  Represent- 
atives, be  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Governor,  and  inform  him 
that  the  two  Houses  were  met  in  Convention  for  the  purpose 
of  final  adjournment,  and  ready  to  receive  any  communication 
he  might  be  pleased  to  make. 

The  President  announced  as  members  of  such  committee, 

Hon.  Mr.  Johnson, 
Messrs.  Doolittle,  of  New  Haven, 
Miller,  of  Enfield. 

The  committee  having  discharged  their  duty,  returned  and 
reported  that  His  Excellency  would  forthwith  meet  the  Con- 
vention in  person. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  committee  discharged. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor,  accompanied  by  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary  and  the  heads  of  Departments,  immediately  en- 
tered the  Hall. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Avery,  member  of  the 
House  from  Lebanon. 

The  Governor  then  addressed  the  General  Assembly  as  fol- 
lows : — 

Mr.  President  and  Senators^  Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of 
the  House  of  Representatives : 

Your  committee  have  informed  me  that  you  have  finished 
the  business  of  the  session,  and  are  now  ready  to  adjourn,  and 
wish  to  know  if  I  have  any  further  communication  to  make  to 
the  General  Assembly.  I  gladly  avail  myself  of  the  occasion 
to  appear  in  person  and  to  express  my  high  appreciation  at  the 
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creditable  rnanner  in  which  yon  have  discharged  the  very  respon- 
sible trust  committed  to  yon  by  the  people  of  the  State.  In 
my  inangnral  message  to  the  General  Assembly,  I  took  occa- 
sion to  say  that  the  past  year  has  not  been  marked  with  events 
especially  calling  for  legislation,  and  expressed  a  hope  that  your 
dnties  might  be  accomplished  within  a  shorter  period  than 
that  usually  alloted  to  the  ordinary  session.  In  the  expression 
of  that  hope  I  but  gave  utterence  to  the  sentiments  of  our 
common  constituency.  A  considerable  portion  of  our  legis- 
lation has  been  of  a  private  character.  The  session  has  been 
prolonged  on  that  account.  I  trust  the  day  is  not  far  distant, 
when  by  new  constitutional  provisions,  much  of  the  business 
which  now  occupies  the  time  and  attention  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, will  be  regulated  by  general  law. 

You  are  now,  gentlemen,  abont  to  close  the  labors  of  the  ses- 
sion. At  this  moment  of  final  separation,  permit  me  to  assure 
you  of  my  sincere  friendship  tor  you  all,  and  to  express  an  ear- 
nest desire  that  you  may  long  continue  to  enjoy  the  confidence 
of  yonr  fellow-citizens  ;  and  on  your  return  home,  meet  with 
their  just  approbation  of  having  deserved  well  of  both  town 
and  State. 

The  Sheriff^  of  New  Haven  County,  Gideon  O.  Hotchkiss, 
Esq.,  then  made  the  proclamation,  "O  yes,  O  yes,  O  yes," 
and  the  Hon.  Thomas  M.  Waller,  Secretary  of  State,  adjourn- 
ed the  General  Assembly  with  the  following  words:  *'By  His 
Excellency's  command,  I  now  declare  this  General  Assembly 
adjourned  sine  die.  God  save  the  Commonwealth  of  Con- 
necticut."

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JOINT  RULES  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

FOR   THE 

SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

OF  CONNECTICUT, 
As  amended  cmd  adopted  May  Session^  1870. 


I.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  ihe  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  at  the  commencement  of  every 
stated  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  Joint  Committee, 
consistinor  of  one  Senator  and  eight  Representatives,  shall  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  returns  and  canvass  of  votes  given 
by  the  electoi's  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  and  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts,  and  to  report 
the  names  of  the  persons  whom  they  shall  find  elected  to  those 
offices  respectively.  After  this  report  shall  have  been  ac- 
cepted, a  Joint  Committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two 
Representatives,  shall  be  appointed,  to  inform  the  Governor 
personally  of  his  election  and  of  the  organization  of  the  two 
Souses,  and  their  readiness  to  receive  his  communications. 

II.  On  or  before  the  third  day  of  every  stated  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  there  shall  be  appointed  fifteen  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committees,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of  one  Senator  and 
eight  Representatives,  viz: 

Ist.  A  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  matters  touching  public  or  private  acts 
and  judicial  proceedings,  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  to 
report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  such  propositions 
relative  thereto,  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 

•  2d.  A  Committee  on  the  School  Fund,  who  shall  inquire 
into  and  report  the  actual  state  of  the  School  Fund,  the 
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amonnt,  value  and  condition  of  itB  Becarities,  and  recommend 
sach  measures  as  tbey  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  insure  its  im- 
provement and  pernranent  safety. 

3d.  A  Committee  on  Banks,  who  shall  take  into  considera- 
tion all  such  matters  reUtive  to  Banks,  Savings  Banks,  and 
Savings  and  Building  Associations,  as  may  be  referred  to  them, 
and  report  the  facts,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

4th.  A  Committee  on  the  State  Prison,  who  shall  examine 
the  annual  reports  of  the  directors  and  officers  in  charge  of  the 
State  Prison,  the  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Institution,  together  with  such  other  matters  as  shall  be  refer- 
red to  them  by  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly. 
And  they  may  recommend  such  measures  for  the  regulation 
and  management  of  the  Prison  as  they  nhall  deem  expedient. 

6th.  A  Committee  on  New  Towns  and  Probate  Districts, 
who  shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the 
incorporation  of  new  towns,  the  alteration  of  town  lines,  and 
the  formation  of  probate  districts,  which  shall  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  the  facts 
upon  which  such  opinion  is  founded. 

6th.  A  Committee  on  Boads  and  Bridges,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relative  to  Roads  and 
Bridges  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts,  with 
their  opinion  thereon. 

7th.  A  Committee  on  Incorporations,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relative  to  private  corporations,  for 
which  there  may  be  no  other  appropriate  committee,  and 
report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the  facts  on  which  the  same 
is  founded. 

8th.  A  Committee  on  Claims,  who  shall  take  into  considera 
tiou   all  claims  and  demands  upon  the  State,  which  may  be 
referred  to   them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the 
facts  on  which  the  same  is  founded. 

9th.  A  Committee  on  Education,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  the  subject  of  common 
school  education  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  recommend 
such  measures  touching  the  same  as  they  sh  ill  deem  expe- 
dient. 
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10th.  A  Committee  on  the  Sale  of  Lands,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  applications  for  the  sale  of  lands,  which 
shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts,  with  their 
opinions  thereon. 

11th.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration the  financial  concerns  of  the  State,  and  inquire  into 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  government,  the  invest- 
ment of  the  public  funds,  (the  School  Fund  excepted,)  the 
system  of  assessments  and  taxation  provided  by  existing  laws 
and  all  other  matters  affecting  the  revenue  of  the,  State ;  and 
report  such  measures  touching  the  same,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient. 

12th.  A  Committee  on  Railroads,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  Eailroads  and  Railroad 
Companies  as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts, 
with  their  opinion  thereon. 

13th.  A  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  who  shall  examine 
all  military  returns,  and  take  into  consideration  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  military  of  this  State,  which  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion  touching  the 
same. 

14:th.  A  Committee  on  Agriculture,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  Agriculture  as  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion  touch- 
ing the  same. 

15th  A  Committee  on  Humane  Institutions,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  the  Benevolent 
Inststutions  under  the  care  or  supervision  of  the  State,  as  may 
be  referred  to  thern,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion 
touching  the  same. 

III.  In  all  meetings  of  Joint  Committees,  the  Senators  shall 
preside.  All  questions  of  order  in  their  proceedings,  and  ques- 
tions relative  to  the  admission  of  evidence,  shall  be  determined 
by  a  majority  of  votes ;  and  in  case  the  votes  be  equally  divi- 
ded, the  Senators  shall  have  a  casting  vote, 

IV.  All  Committees  of  Conference,  on  disagreeing  votes  of 
the  two  Houses  of  Assembly,  shall  consist  of  one  Senator  and 
two  Representatives,  who  were  in  the  major  vote  of  their  re- 
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spective  Houses.  The  Committee  of  the  Rouse  making  the 
grant  or  appointment,  or  passing  the  bill,  resolution  or  amend- 
ment disagreed  to,  shall  state  their  reasons,  to  be  reported  to 
the  other  House.  And  neither  House  shall  request  the  other 
twice  to  confer  on  the  same  point  of  disagreement. 

V.  Whenever  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  its  vote  of 
disagreement,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  considered  as  lost. 

VI.  Every  message  sent  from  one  Honse  to  the  other  shall 
be  announced  at  the  door,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communi- 
cated to  the  Chair,  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

Vn.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  of  the 
Assembly,  and  shall  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Governor  for 
his  approbation,  if  either  House  desire  its  return  for  further 
consideration,  such  desire  shall  be  communicated  by  message 
to  the  other  Honse,  and  a  Joint  Committee  of  one  Senator  and 
two  Representatives  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Governor  to  re- 
quest him  to  return  the  bill.  If  the  Governor  consent,  the  bill 
shall  be  returned  first  to  that  Honse  in  which  the  motion  for 
its  return  originated,  and  the  bill  may  then  be  altered  or  to- 
tally rejected  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  Houses ;  but  if 
not  altered  or  rejected  by  such  concurrent  vote,  it  shall  be 
again  transmitted  to  the  Governor  in  the  same  form  in  which 
it  was  first  presented  to  him. 

VHL  Whenever  the  public  business  may  require  the  Sen, 
ate  and  House  of  Representatives  to  meet  in  Convention- 
either  House  may  send  its  message  to  the  other,  requesting 
such  Convention,  and  specifying ''the  object.  At  the  time  des- 
ignated, the  Senate,  with  their  President  and  Clerk,  may  pro- 
ceed to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where  suita- 
ble accommodations  shall  be  provided.  The  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  ex  officio  preside  in  said  Convention,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings thereof  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journals  of  the  two 
Houses. 

When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  dissolved,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Elonse  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall  make  report  to  their  respective  Houses  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention, 

IX.  All  bills  for  public  acts  which  shall  have  been  passed 
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by  both  riouses  of  the  General  Assembly,  engrossed,  and 
8i2:nod  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  all  bills  for  private  acts  and  joint 
resolutions  which  shall  have  been  passed  by  the  two  Honses, 
shall,  with  the  papers  on  which  the  same  may  be  founded,  be 
transmitted  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  for  the  purpose  of  being  by  him  laid  before  the 
Governor.  The  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses  shall  affix 
their  signatures  to  bills  for  public  acts  in  the  presence  of  their 
respective  Houses. 

X.  Every  bill  for  a  public  act,  and  every  resolution  which 
shall  be  offered  for  the  consideration  of  either  H(mse,  shall  be 
fairly  written  on  not  less  than  one-half  sheet  of  paper ;  and 
every  mera])er  offering  such  bill,  resolution,  or  a  petition, 
shall  indorse  thereon  his  name,  in  some  proper  and  conspicu- 
ous place,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  printed  copy  of  a  bill  or 
resolution  receive  the  indorsement  of  the  Clerk  of  either 
House,  or  be  transmitted  to  the  Governor  for  appr*>val. 

XI.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  to  which  any  bill  shall  be  first 
presented,  shall  endorse  thereon  a  statement  of  the  contents  or 
objects  of  such  bill  or  resolution,  before  transmitting  the  same 
to  the  other  House. 

XU.  All  acts  of  incorporation  by  bill  or  resolution,  and  all 
acts  in  amendment  or  alteration  thereof,  and  all  private  acts  of 
whatever  nature,  shall,  before  the  same  shall  be  considered,  be 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  expense  of 
the  party  applying  therefor.  ^ 

XIII.  All  bills  for  Public  Acts  reported  favorably  upon  by 
the  committee  to  which  they  have  bt'cn,  or  may  be  referred, 
with  or  without  amendments,  before  being  put  on  their  second 
reading,  shall  be  laid  on  the  table,  and  three  hundred  copies 
of  such  bills,  with  their  amendments,  be  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  General  Assembly ;  and  no  bill  so  reported  shall  be  put 
upon  its  second  reading  until  the  day  succeeding  the  distri- 
bution of  said  copies.
